In addition to the feature, the DVD contains an audio commentary by the director, and 
a documentary about the making of the feature and the historical context. However, 
these additional components do not affect the classification given to the 35mm film. 
The descriptive note has been changed to better reflect the content, following 
complaint from the public on this particular publication. 
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
